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ABSTRACT 

This annotated bibliography comprises an alphabetical 
listing of 40 books about Florida available in special formats. The 
list has books about going barefoot; the Florida beaches and inlands; 
and general beach stories. The reading levels of the books range from 
preschool through junior high school. Formats included in the 
bibliography are cassette books; braille books; and recorded discs. 
Each entry contains author (if available); title; annotation; and 
grade level. Also included are a title index and an order form.
